W ashington, May 21.—The statue of 
Gen. Grant, presented by the;Grand 
Army of the Republic to the nation, 
w as unveiled in the great rotunda of 
the capitol Saturday, and elaborate 
cerem onies 
commemorative 
of 
the 
event were held in the hall of repre­ 
sentatives in the presence of a vast 
concourse of people, who included the 
widow, daughter and descendants of 
the hero of Appomattox, hundreds of 
his comrades in arms, the officers and 
com m ittee of the G. A. R. and m any 
persons distinguished in m ilitary, po­ 
litical and social circles. 
The statue 
of the preem inent chief of the union 
forces in the civil war represents the 
contributions of 
thousands 
of 
his 
com rades of the G. A. R., none of 
whom was allowed to subscribe more 
than 15 cents, and is the result of a 
m ovem ent started shortly after Gen. 
Grant's death at McGregor, in July, 
1889. It is the work of Franklin Sim­ 
mons, an American sculptor. 


D escrip tio n of M onum ent. 


Of marble of heroic size, it stands 
on a granite pedestal emblazoned w ith 
bronze seal of the G. A. R., and rep­ 
resents the grim old hero in the full 
uniform of a general equippetl for the 
field, with top boots and gauntlets, his 
cloak over his left arm, his hand rest­ 
in g on the hilt of his sword. 
The 
counterfeits 
of 
statesm en, 
soldiers 
and pioneers in marble and 
bronze 
adorn the old house of representatives 
chamber of the capital, now Statuary 
hall, but these are gifts of the 
in­ 
dividual states. 
Grant’s statue was 
unveiled in the rotunda as befitted 
th e statue of one whose valiant serv­ 
ice was for the whole nation. There 
will remain with the statues of 
Jefferson, 
Hamilton 
and 
Lincoln, 
which also are in the rotunda an ex- 
fimple and an inspiration to future 
generations. 
The hero of Appomat­ 
to x stands near the western entrance, 
flanked on either side by the fa­ 
m ous paintings of lln* “Surrender of 
Cornwallis,” and the 
‘Surrender 
of 
; Jurgoyne.” 


The unveiling; took place shortly be­ 
fore noon in 
the 
presence of Mrs. 
Grant, Mrs. Sartor is. Miss Sartoris. the 
officers of the (! ^\. R., Speaker H en­ 
derson and Senator 
Frye, president 
pro tem of i he senate. 


The fact of the unveiling was kept 
secret and only a few outsiders w it­ 
nessed it. There were no cerem onies. 
Viiss Sartoris. attired in white, drew 
the lanyafrd that uncovered the statue. 
!Mrs. Grant inspected it critically and 
smiled her ap))roval. 
The party then 
repaired to the hall of 
the 
house, 
where the cer**monies look place.

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SERMON TO CliSS'00 


Rev. W. J. Cady Gives the Bacca­ 


laureate Address Before 


\ 
High School Graduates. 


THEME "GUARDING THE HEART” 


Need of the World Is Men and Wo­ 
men W hose Heart«! Throb 
With Sympathy. 


A union service was held at the First 
Methodist church last eveninfif 
in 
honor of the Benton Harbor high 
school class and Rev. W. J. Cady 
preached the baccalaureate sermon to 
the class of ’00. There was a large 
congregation. The following minis­ 
ters occupied places on the platform 
and assisted in the services: Revs. Dr. 
Cogshali, E. A. Hoffman, C. E. Max- 
field, J. W. Taylor and L. W. Earl. 


Preliminary to his excellent sermon 
Mr. Cady spoke of the connection be­ 
tween education and religion, showing 
the origin of the baccalaureate ser­ 
mon. He spoke without notes and 
with an eloquence that held the most 
intent attention. 


“Keep thy heart with all diligence, 
for out of it are tbe issues of life,” was 
his text, taken from the Proverbs of 
Solomon. He preferred the revised 
version, “With ail thy guarding guard 
thy heart.” 


“Solomon,” he said “was endowed 
with large experience, he was eadowed 
with large j^wer from 
bis 
fattier 
David, and endowed with wisdom and 
knowledge direct from God in answer 
to his prayer. 
In power and glory he 
was second to none of tbe kings of his 
day. In all his wise proverbs there is 
none that comes more directly to youth. 
Solomon had seen wealth and wisdom 
accrue about him, he had witnessed 
the growth of tbe power of bis kingdom 
and yet compared to it all he saw noth 
ing of so great value as a heart attuned 
to God and he was constrained to say 
‘Above all thy guarding, guard thy 
heart.’ ” 


“Today there is need for men of 
heart as well of intellectual attain­ 
ment and executive ability.” Here- 
called from the bright tiguresof tbe 
world’s history the men who have 
made epochs and declared that they 
were all men of. large heart and large 
sympathy. The men in the front ranks 
today are men whose hearts are throb­ 
bing with sympathy for their fello 
men. 


He spoke of the infamy of the posta 
frauds in Cuba and of tbe military 
dcandal in our own state, and said the; r 
brought the blush of shame to honest 
cheeks. 


“The world needs men true ana 
strong, that is, patriotic, Christian 
me'}. From the heart comes character 
and character determines 
destiny 
Bow can you guard the heart? Guard 
weil those inner secrets of power God 
has endowed you with. Into your lives 
God has poured wonderful giits. The 
new century is open before you and as 
on^ has said the new century wil 
be one of the heart as the closing one 
has been one of the band. There are 
visions of evil everywhere. The prints 
are teeming with them and they fll 
the billboards on every band. Shut 
^ u r eyes to tbe evil and look forward 
1# a single book or a single song the 
Trojan horse may enter and burst forth 
into an armed foe.” 


Tbe preacher advised the class not 
to think that their education was oom 
plete but to press on into larger flelds 
which were beckoning them to enter 
He advised them not to be in a hurry 
and to well prepa'‘e themselves for the 
lines they expected to follow. If their 
education was completed at 40 it was 
not too late, for In three, five or ten 
years, a well equipped person can do 
more than it would be possible for 
them to do in years poorly equipped for 
the 
work they undertook. He im 
pressed the thought that education i 
rightly used would make them a power 
for good. ________________

case. The opinion is written by Jus­ 
tice Long, and is unanimously con­ 
curred in. 
Tbe court says that under 
the uncontradicted testimony, Wright 
could not be held liable for false im­ 
prisonment and that if Miss Shingle 
meyer was illegally restrained the offi 
cer alone was responsible for it. 


The court made an important ruling 
in reference to a letter written by 
Wright to the superintendent of police 
in Columbus, stating that he suspectec 
Miss Shinglemeyer of stealing his 
wheel. The supreme court held that 
it was Wright’s duty to give to the 
police all the information in his pos 
session, and his 
suspicions. “Such 
communications,” says the court, “are 
made in the strictest confidence, anc 
are as sacred in the eye of the law as 
the communication between client anc 
lawyer or patient and physician. They 
are made for the exclusive use of the 
officers, and should be forever lockec 
in their breasts. It Is very doubtful if 
the detectives could have been com 
pelled to disclose in court any of these 
privileged communications. ”

Mankind will rlse^many degrees and 
advance with much greater rapidity 
when it awakens from the hideous 
nightmare that the established order 
of things, the natural processes of the 
universe, are Godless and ought to be 
supplanted by something from without. 
Everything In all nature from the 
bursting of a rose bud in the hands of 
an intelligent florist, to the coming of 
an immortal child to the arms of anx­ 
ious parents, is beautiful and It is sad 
when we warp and dwarf our minds so 
as to unfit ourselves for the apprecia­ 
tion of that beauty. 


Parentage! 
How much 
delicious 
mystery is wrapped up in that word. 
How marvelous that we can reflect our­ 
selves in a child, what power has been 
delegated to human beings, male and 
female. To this sub-creator man is 
given a power, the abuse of which 
means an introduction to tne darkest 
hells known to earth; the legitimate 
use of which brings the holiest exper­ 
iences known to the sons and daughters 
of God. 


Never can the coming of a babe out 
of the Infinite become commonplace if 
conceived in love and born in affection. 
As we consider the question on high 
grounds with a sincerity worthy of 
earnest men and women, how perfectly 
we realize that “when the right atti­ 
tude of mind has come we will have a 
deep and abidincr sense of the sacred­ 
ness of the reproductive functions; we 
will see God himself In reproduction.” 
One of our duties as parents Is, In a 
sense, to get our children, as quickly 
as possible, to be able to do without us. 
I refer to our equipping them ao they 
could survive, stand on their feet, and 
live out an Independent life were we to 
be taken away. Too often we do things 
for children when we should teach the 
children to do them themselves. 
And 
the child should never be robbed of its 
individuality; there is such a thing as 
bending, as training the human will, 
Instead of breaking it. 


Parenthood has its limitations as 
much as childhood; and It is well that 
we parents do not play the infallible 
act in any particular. Someone has 
suggested that children have the power 
of a mental X-ray. Whatever figure 
we may use, it is a fact that children 
are not long deceived; and It is not 
what we say or do but what we really 
are that, in the last analysis, impresses 
the child. There are times when we 
should frankly admit our ignorance. 
And I am certain we have no business 
talking to our children as though we 
are now or ever have baen different 
from common erring humanity. 
I do 
not mean that we should debase our­ 
selves. 
There are too many human 
“worms of the dust” already. But a 
frank, honest course should be pursued 
In relation to our children; and while 
they will come to know something of 
our limitations they will think the 
more of what there l9 of parental 
worth. 
Let us above all things show 
ourselves worthy of the companionship 
of our growing sons and daughters: 
and cultivate that close, tender rela­ 
tion that begets the truest confidence, 
the 
sublimest 
trust. 
Parenthood, 
blessed parenthood! Thou art a sacred 
and serious matter. Let us so treat It. 
We all have so much to learn. 
But 
through It all let us avoid the extremes 
of either being giddy or melancholy: 
and let us in no way shrink the great 
responsibility; but, acting faithfully 
our part, trust the Power that has or­ 
dained it so.

With the model 
of the respiration calorimeter will also 
be a bomb calorimeter for measuring 
the heat« of eomV)ustion of chemical 
compounds, inchuUng those of food 
materials.

TO STUDY LAKf FISH. 


Senator McMillan Has Introduced Bill 
in Oosgrreas. 


Washington, May 21.—Senator Me 
Millan has introduced a bill for the es­ 
tablishment of an agricultural ftation 
on the great lakes within the borders 
of Michigan, tu aid in diil'using infor­ 
mation cuocerniug the fish of 
the 
lakes, and to conduct investigations 
into the life surrounding these fish, so 
that there may be a scientific ba^ls for 
solution of the fisheries problem of the 
lakes. The station is to be under the 
direction of the board of regents of the 
University of Michigan, which is em­ 
powered to appoint a statT for the sta* 
tion, consisting of a director at $4,000 a 
year, a superintendent at 13,000 a year, 
and as occasion 
may require such 
scientific assistants and other helpers 
as required. An appropriation of $30,- 
000 is carried in the bill.
